Furthermore, it is to our own home 


interest to see to it that prices don't 
get beyond reason. 
After all, any 


great advance in the general level 
of rents will work a hardship on the 
civilian employed people of our town 
—those who work in factories and 
stores, whose income, or capacity to 
pay rents, has seen little if any change.

The other element is necessary, too 


It is useless to offer the world the 
choice o# "The New Order—or noth- 
ing." Not a single people has turn- 
xl voluntarily to the New Order, It 
las been imposed by force on cverj 
Jeople which now lives under it, in- 
cluding the Italians and the Japanese 
Thu New Order offers no attraction 
to any people which has ever breath- 
ed the air of freedom. 


A negative cause, however, is not 


enough. Badly needed is a more con- 
crete plan for the establishment of the 
Four Freedoms to which the remain- 
ng free countries are devoted. Those 
rcedoms are dear to millions in the 
vorlcl, millions now under the Nazi 
loci, but they must bo shown at least 
i rough draft of a means of attain- 
ng them and putting them into force. 
There is good evidence that Hitler's 
o-called "New Order" is an impro- 
visation.

Imperfection of Church Members 


Now Seen as No Reflection 


Upon Founders 


Text: I Corinthians 3:1-15

There are some very real lessons 


to be learned from the early church 
and they are not the less real be- 
cause early in its history the church 
developed weaknesses and problems 
that are associated and problems that 
are associated with the church to- 
day. We can learn a great deal from 
our own times by such studies as 
this lesson suggests. 


The idea that the primitive Christ- 


ian church was a fellowship or in- 
stitution of unsullied purity and in- 
tegrity is quickly dissipated when one 
studies the Book of the Acts and the 
Epistles of Paul, Peter, James and 
John. 


On the contrary, if the church was 


divine in its origin, we see it marred 
by the imperfections of its members. 
These imperfections were not only a 
failure to grasp the true meaning of

the religion which the converts had 
embraced, but they were not infre- 
quently imperfections of actual moral 
character and conduct. 


I have formerly suggested that a 


great deal can be derived from the 
reading of the Book of the Acts, and 
particularly the missonary journeys if 
one reads the book with a map of 
the ancient Bible lands near at hand, 
tracing the various places named and 
the course of the missionaries. 


To this suggestion I would add es- 


pecially in connection with a lesson 
like this further benefit may be de- 
rived if one reads with the Book of 
the Acts the Epistles of Paul, 


Take, for instance, this lesson from 


Paul's first epistle to the» Corinthians. 
When Paul visited Corinth, which was 
called "the eye of Greece," note for 
how long he stayed there on his mis- 
sionary journeys, how his realation- 
ahip to the church that he founded 
was not that of a founder and a pas- 
sing traveler who had gone on but 
rather of n pastor who was for fair- 
ly substantial periods with the church, 
instructing and guiding the new con- 
verts. 


In spite of this, the church at Corin- 


th particularly 
manifested 
the im- 


perfection that I have stressed. How 
like modern 
Christians 
were these 


Corinthian Christians in their atti- 
tude toward those who ministered to 
them and even toward Paul himself! 
Divsion arose among hem because of 
their preferences 
concerning 
their 


preachers and teachers. 


Paul could not view with any com^ 


placency these divisions of rivalries. 
As the planter or founder of a church, 
he put himself upon the same plane 
with the more fluent Apollos, and he 
reminded these Corinthians that 
if. 


their religion were rue, it was neiher 
of Pautl nor of Apollos bu of God. 
The only foundation for 
Christian 


faith and life is Jesus Christ. 


This is the one thing that stands 


out in all our pictures of the early 
church. We see the weaknesses, im- 
perfections, the actual moral lapes 
and the hings that seem so entirely 
out of harmony with 
the life and 


teaching of the One whom these early 
Chritians professed to have accepted 
as their Master. 


Along with that, however, we see 


no lowering of the supreme standards 
of Christian life on the part of any 
one of the apostles or teachers whose 
writings have come to us in the 
New Testament. The church as a hu- 
man fellowship may have the imper- 
fections of its human members, but 
its ideals and standards arc the ideals 
and 
standards 
of 
perfection, con- 


forming to the words of the Mas- 
ter.
